THE DEASLOCE. 

Ab the case now stands ucross the Bay 
three or four long-windod meu, whoBO 
tongues appear to hang on pivots, and 
whoso physical enduranco equals thoir 
want ol prinoiple, have suoceeded in do- 
laving legislation on moat necessary mea- 
•nxcBfor a period of six weeks. Dead- 
looks ore "frequent in legislative hodies 
■where there is no time-limit todisoussion 
and where a noisy and txonbleaome mem- 
ber may speak as often ns he see fit 
to the great injury of tho public business. 
In the United States Congress and in one 
of the Australian provinces a deadlock is 
imposBible. Tho rule limiting members 
to ten-minute speoohts, delivered not 
oftener than twice on tho same subject, 
may be called up at any time and ft Bill 
either pushed through or rejected on its 
merits. Under the rules of order in force 
in our House tho advantage is all on tbu 
Bide of the obstructionists, who may 
Bpeakas often and aa long as thoy wish, 
and move amendments and reaolutiona 
without number for tho purpose of block- 
ing the wheels of legislation. Last sum- 
mer in the British House of Oommons 
five Irish members delayed the passugo 
of tbe South African Confoderatiuu 
Bill on a teobnioahty, and tbe Houbo 
sat thirty-six hours witliout intorniis- 
sion tintil the obdurate members 
were worn out and gave up tho strug- 
gle through sheer exhaustion. But that 
scene took place in a House where the 
minority is not impervious to public opiu- 
iou, and tbe leaders of the Opposiiion, 
beiuK bonorablo men, joined witb tho 
Government in wearing out tbe obstruc- 
tioniHts. Here, unfortunately, tho lead 
era of the minority are tbemselves the 
ohstruotionista. It ia they wbo have set 
the bod example to thoir followers and 
brought about tbe present (shall we call 
it?) deadlock in legislation. Public opin- 
ion has everywhere accepted tbe Oonsti- 
tntion Bill as a good and wholesome mua- 
sure, Tho meetings held to oouBidor its 
provisioas have asked for an extension of 
its benefits. Opposition member^ havo 
been instructed by their conntitiients to 
support it, and their leaders bavfi been un- 
able to evoke from thoir districts a siufrhi 
voioe in its deniinoialion. Tlio specta- 
cle ia a melancboly one. A popular 
Government whose policy has lifted tho 
whole people out of the Slough of De- 
spond and placed their feet on solid 
ground have brought forward a use- 
ful und necessary measure which is 
opposed by the members who profess to 
represent their constituents but do not 
In tbe words of the eenior momber for 
Yale, what is to be done? , Either the 
House will sit till '•Christmas after next," 
or tlio people must bring their intiuence 
to bear upon tho obstructionists by pre- 
senting them with addresses expressive 
of their displeasure at the course they 
have seen proper to adopt— for private, 
not public interests are what tliey seek to 
serve. It is a scramble for portfolios, an ' 
in tbe scramble the requirements of th 
oonntry are lost sight of. The presen 
Opposition may some day or another at 
tain to power, and when they occupy-' the 
Treasury benches what will there bo to 
prevent equally hungry and longwinded 
men from following the pernioion- 
example set during this sossiou 
The outlook is by no mean 
encouraging; for above and beyond 
the delay of tbe public business is th 
disgraoo' that has been inflicted on re 
sponsible institntiono. The leader of the 
Opposition has openly avowed himself as 
hostile to the Constitutional Act. He 
voted against its introduction, and has 
said that it would be bettor if the country 
were governed by an oligarchy than by a 
Government rosponsiblo to tbo people for 
their acts. This man has done more to 
bring the institutions of tho Province into 
contempt than all his followers put 
together. Having no love for free Govern 
ment, it is not to be wondered at that ho 
is trying to pull it down by evory mean 
in his power.

London, Maroh 25.— A Vienna corroa- 
pundoni; says tbe full text of the treaty of 
San Stefano has renewed a strong anti- 
Kussiau feeling there. There is no dilT- 
oronco of opinion about tho real meaning 
of tho treaty. It ia not tbo Kufsiau price 
lor Rui?sian propond«rauco, but Eusiiau 
rule in European Turkey; and it is be- 
cause HUfh altor.itions as would romovo 
this feature would outirely destroy tho 
treaty that less oonlideuoa is felt in tbe 
eflioaoy of the obngresa since its pnblioa- 
tion. While Oount Andrassy will demand 
a revision of tbe entiro treaty ho will do 
culo to do HO in company with England, 
bou-ansa their interest is identical. 

A speoiiil to tbo Tiinrs from Pora says 
Mr. Layard, British ambassador at Con- 
atantinoplo, is tbo head of a party wbo 
would rather see England go<o war with 
linsaia on any grounds, however trivial, 
than not at all. The present pliilo- 
Englisb altitude of the Porto is due to iu- 
timatu frioud.ship betweoii Layird and 
Voiix Pashn, and the lattor's temporary 
iutluonce over iho Sultan; but the Sultan 
is a man of capriciousnoss and arbitrary 
temper and of inferior capecity and reso- 
lution.and court or cabinol intrigue might 
destroy Vofii Pasha's ascendency and 
change tho whole Turkish policy. 

Home, March 25 —Vice Admiral Do 
Brooklo, and nut Admiral Martini, a* at 
Orht stated, is minister of marine in the 
now cabinet. The ministry is weak and 
not likely to eocuro a majority in th« 
chamber of deputies. Tbe followers of 
^lignors Crispi and Nicolera will oppose 
it strongly.

AppaUing^ Distress in Washington. 

(Letter of Qrace Greenwood to K, 7, Tlmei.) 

Matters cannot be much worEC than 
they are now without some outbreak and 
outlet. Here, in the districi, tho financial 
distress, the actual paverty, is appalling. 
Scores of families, once in ciroumslancps 
of ease, if not luxury, aire reduced to want 
of tho most bitter, desperate sort— are on 
the edge of starvation. So many dis- 
missals from tho departments, crnelly 
sudden as thoy are, have added, are con- 
stantly adding to tbe great snm of suff- 
ering. "0, that my tongue were, in tlie 
thunder's mouth!" I would sound n 
dreadful v^arning everywhere to men and 
women*!^ e.ipeoially women, not to cotne to 
Washington iu search of employment. 
There are no placss for you — there is no 
work for you; no oonsideration, little 
help in the direst extremity, so over- 
crowded are we, bo overfull are our 
hands. Washington is a worse place for 
people pat of work and ontof money th«D 
any great metropolis.

Mr. Feter O'leary on Britisb Columbia. 

Tho evidence given by Mr. Peter 
O'Leary before the Committee on Im- 
migration and Coloiiiz;U ion iu roferonco 
to British Columbiii ia woil worthy cf 
aareful perusal. It is', of course, but 
the opinion of one man, but Mr. O'- 
Leary is a shrewd observer, and his 
views on. such a subject are therefore 
not to be thought lightly of. Mr. 
O'Leary seems delighted with almost 
everything and evory person in the 
Western Province of our Dominion. 
Its ciimnto ho says is like that of 
Devonshire or the south of Ireland; it 
has no epidemiesj its people aro ruddy 
and healthful; while its timber is uf 
the fineafc character, and its arable 
lauds far •,'veuter in extent and value 
than is geiierplly supposed. Its gold 
mines aro, of course, well known but 
few have yet any adoquate ideaof the ex- 
tent of these, and si ill less of the coal 
that is treasurotl up iu those regions. 
Apples grow to what Mr. O'Leary 
regards porfoctiou, and ro do hops. 
There is a homestead law ia tbo Pro- 
viuco, and lands can be seoured on 
very reasonable terms. The country, 
wo aro assured, ia well adapted for 
cattle raising — the beef produced being 
even bettor than that of England. Mr. 
O'Leary thinks that one-fourth of tho 
Province is arable. This is a far bigber 
proportion than baa generally boen 
thought, and should it turn out cor- 
rect, will make British Columbia oven 
more importaut than it has been hither 
— to supposed— high as has been the 
estimate of its resources. The waters 
swarm with all kinds offish, and game 
is exceedingly abundant. Farm labour- 
ers got from 525 to $45 per month, ac- 
cording to merit; while servant girls 
uro in demand at from §24 to $30 per 
month. Few English servants are to 
bo found, most of tho work being done 
by Chinese. Of all tho couutrios in 
which he ever travelled, Mr. O'Leary 
says British Columbia bears tho palm 
for tho smaller number of people in 
really destituto circumstances. Tho 
school system is liboral, wise, and 
non-sectarian. Life and property aro 
most highly respected — not one man in 
fifty, even at tha mines, carrying a 
revolver. Upon the whole, Mr. O'- 
Leary's conclusion is that if ho were 
going to settle in any part of tho 
Dominion lio would chooso British Col 
umbia, though as an agricultural 
country it is not equal to Manitoba 
This testimony must be very gratifying 
to the residents of Britisb Oloumbia, 
and will no doubt induce somo to try 
their fortunes on the shores of tho 
Pacific. It in fact is difficult to say 
which pari of Canada offers the great 
est attractions. Each eoetiou has its 
special excellences, and in such an 
embarrass de riehesses every one must 
decide for himself. With skill, honesty 
and persevering industry a man can 
scarcely fail to become fairly succensr 
ful in whatovor quarter he chooses to 
cast his lot— always on the under- 
standing that ho bas sense to aboose 
good land, when so much that is good 
is to be bad.— Toronto Globe. 



Lady Tempest's Elopement. 

Lady Tempest, wife of Sir Chai'les 
Henry Tempest, Bart., having eloped 
with IMr. Henry Vaue Forrester Hol- 
dich Huugerford, Sir Charles sued for 
divorce. In opening, tho lawyer said 
that Sir Charles Tempest was a hav~ 
onet of a very old family, and was well 
connected in every respect. He be- 
came a widower iu 1855, his wife hav- 
ing had the misfortune to 1-3 burned to 
death. Ho remained a widower until 
1874, and down to that time be had 
lived a retired lif9, owing to the in- 
juries be hod received in endeavoring 
to extinguish tbe flames when his wife 
was burned. In the year 1874 he met 
Miss Gordon, who also belonged to a 
rich family. She was then only 
sixteen years of ago, and Sir Charles 
Tempast fell desperately in love with 
her. Ho proposed to her, was accepted, 
and then they were married. Ho mndo 
hor tho very handsome allowance otS1500 
a year pin money, and a jointuro of §5000 
a year. They lived together exoi?oi,liugly 
happy ; sho uiada an oxooUant raollier to 
tho two childrou of his first marriage; and 
it came like a thunderclap to him when 
ho hoard that on July i, 1877. she had 
olopadfrom his house with tho co-rospon- 
dunt, with whom she had previously con- 
tracted an intimacy unknown to Sir Char 
les Tempest. Inqnirios wore sot on foot, 
and it was fniiud that nt Ihu Hotol Wag- 
rnm, in tho Ruo Rivoli, Paris, thoy pusaod 
lis man and wife under an assumed namo. 
From tbe Continent they came together 
to America, and subaaqnently Lady Tem- 
pest retoraed to England by'horBolf, and 
sinca that time had boon living with her 
family.

Tho English Presbytariana report thoir 
mission in China to bo in a prosporons 
condition.

ProsbjterianB, travelled over Northern 
E'ormosa, treating 2,480 patients. 

The following statistios show the opera- 
tions of the Wesleyuu Livsrpool Mission 
during its second year: ''Ti-Hots distribut- 
ed, 31,379; visits piiid, 14:,285; visits to 
the sick, 2,239; cottngo raoetings liold 730; 
open air meotinga, 174; Biblo classes, 5, 
with 130 members; members of Socioty 
meeting in the agent's olasses, nearly all 
of whom are tho fruit of tho Mis8ion"(not 
including many who have gone to other 
classes), 285." Tho i^eeo.'cier says: "This 
is a very remarkable result for an institu 
tion not yet three year.s old, and 
which surely entitles it to take rank with 
tbe Metropolitan and Manoiio.'»ter Lay 
Missiont in its claim upon publie sympa 
thy and support."

TuE Edwards Investioation.— Mr. 
E. Scott, it will be remembered by 
many, while to others it will be news, 
preferred charges against tbe Rev. 
George Edwards some time ago. Tho 
substance of tbes/s charges was that 
said Edwards had taken property that 
did not belong to him in a rather high 
handed manner; that he. had borrowed 
money ou ipsufficient security; and 
that in the mattor of ^ certain indebt- 
edness he had repeatedly broken his 
promises, until his creditor had been 
compelled to bring suit ngainst him, 
when Edwards put his property in tho 
name of another to prevent collection, 
&c. Rev. Measrs. DilJou, Wirth and 
Ellis wore appointed to investigate, 
which they did in the fullest and most 
impartial raanner of which they were 
capable. Their conclusions were that 
none of charges were fully sustained. 
They found that Mr. Edwards had 
been a little loose in the manner of bis 



business transactions, but that'inten- 
tional dishonesty could not bo imput- 
ed to him.. Some things looked a little 
dubious for a time, but were finally 
explained by Edwards in a way tha't 
would ba fully satisfactory to any man 
of business, and that removed from 
him any stain of dishonor. Iu con- 
cluding their report of the investiga- 
tion thoy say: "We do not find Rev.G. 
Edwards guilty of unchristian conduct, 
as chargsd by R. Scott, and we find 
bifii entirely innocent of intentional 
fraud." Tho work of the Investigating 
Committee was by no means ouo of 
whitewashing.— Seattle Intelligencer.

STOCK BOAED. 



Address of B. B. Minor of San Francisco. 



Teesdat, March 2C. 
Mr. Speaker took tbe cbair at 2 p. m. 

DRY DOOK. 

Hon. Mr. Vernon laid before the House 
oorrespondenoo pertaining^ to the Drj 
Dook. 

DYKIKO niLIj. 

Mr. Armwtroiif,' move'i tlio second read- 
ing of tlio "Siuuui Dyk\ng Act, 1878," 
and statud that it was a measure to confer 
on Mr. E. L. Derby certain powerB for 
dyking and reclaiming lands subjoot to 
OTerflovr on the banks of Fraser river. 

The bill was read a seoond time and 
committed, Mr. Galbraitli in tbe obair. 

Mr. "Walkem stated that tha bill had ro- 
coivod evei'.T altention at the hands of the 
Oommitteson Private Bills. Tha interests 
of the settlers of the districts affected 
had been strictly guarded and the bill 
brd been amended so as to render it a de- 
sirable moosure- in faut, thesettlera vera 
anxions for its paasnpo ns it would en- 
hance the value of their property. 

Mr. Armstrong prosenlod a polition to 
the Committee from sottler.s praying for 
the passage of the bill in its present form. 

In consideration that the promoter of 
the bill constructs good and sufllcient 
dykes be is to receive somo 40,000 acres 
of laud from the Government, and is per- 
mitted to assess settlors bonoOtecl by the 
work an amount varyiug from §2.50 to S5 
per acre, payment extonJiug over a num- 
ber of years. In case of failure ns to suf- 
floienoy of dykes the promoter of 
the measure receives only one - half 
of tbe land, and is not allowed to 
assess settlers more than one-half tbe 
original amount per acre. The Bill also 
empowers Mr. Derby to drain Sumas 
Lake, a sheet of water somo 10,000 acres 
in extent, and transfers the land thus to 
be reclaimed to him. 

A olause in.,the J3ill was amended so as 
to render it necessary for tbe contractor 
to prescrvo the lan'd from bcepage as well 
as overflow. 

Tl'.o remaining clauses were then road 
ond passed with a few slight amend- 
ments. 

Hon. Mr. Vernon moved to insert tbe 
following as clause 86: 

"Provided always that tho costs of pre- 
paring any plans or speoifioations pre- 
pared in pursuance of this Act by direc- 
tion of the Chief Commissioner of Laud?) 
and "Works and all charges and expenses 
of supervising tho said works, or any part 
thereof, incurred by tho Chief Commia- 
sioner of Lands and "Works, or his 
(agents, shall bo refunded by tho said 
B. L; Derby to the said Commissioner of 
Lands and "Works," which after a short 
debate was passed. 

fhe Committee then rose, and tha re- 
port was ordered to be considorod to- 
morrow. 

Mr. "Walkem moved that tua House at 
its rising stand adjeurnod till 2 p.m. to- 
morrow. He did this, he said, becnuso 
the Committoo on Private Bills found 
that it was absolutely necessary to have 
an open night and morning session to 
finish the Quartz Bill in order to bo able 
to present it to-morrow. 

The House then adjourned till 2 p.m. 
to-day.

B.B. Minor Esq., of San Francisco, who 
was recently elected a member of tho 
Stock Board' in this city, was present yes- 
terday and was invited to addreas tho 
members on the mineral wealth and pros 
pacts of the Province. His remarks, which 
were listened to with marked attention, 
were frequently applanded. He spoke as 
follows: 

I assmre you, gentlemen, I feel highly 
complimented in being elected n member 
of your organization, and my intention is 
to "drive a stake" among you (as we say 
below,) and lend a helping hand towards 
placing British Oolnmbia in her true 
position OS the great mineral store house 
of the Paoiflis Coast. (Applause.) The 
organization of tho San Francisco Stock 
and Exchange Board was the great factor 
in tho development of the Comstock 
Lode, that fountain of gold and silver 
which has added §300,000,000 in solid coin 
to tho exoheqner of the world since tbe 
discovery of the Oj^hir oroppings in 1859. 
Without an organization similar to this 
tho development of tho lode would have 
bean slov/ and todious and at the saorillco 
of many individual fortunes, and tho re- 
ward when reached would have onrichod 
comparatively a fow, whilo the divisions 
of interests and responsibilities effooted 
by the stock board have zesnlted in the 
enrichment of thoasands. 

Capital, we all know, is proverbially 
slow and timid, but onoo satistiad that 
returns are probable it flows as freely as 
a mighty river. Cariboo is now attracting 
the attention of the mining world. A recent 
issue of thsXondoHil/mtTiyi/'ournaMevotes 
much space to oar recent quartz dis- 
coveries, and expresses tho greatest con- 
fidence in our brilliant future. Mining 
spaoulation is now at a low ubb in .S;iu 
Francisco owing to the consolidation and 
centralization of the leading Comstock 
claims in the hands of one firm known us 
the "Bonanza Kings."

Mining Dictionaiy. 

Under this head a few of tho mining 
terms most frequently used are correctly 
defined to more readily assist compreho 
sion in perusing onr mining reports: 
Amalgam — Bullion and quicksilver before 

seiJaration. 
Adit — A cut across or into a mine. 
Bed-rock -The rock, slate or clay forma- 
tion underlying the pay dirt; in quartz 
that underlying an ore deposit. 
Breasting ore — ^Talang pre from the faco 
of a mine. 

Blind Lode — A mine that shovrs no crop- 
pings on tho surface. 

Bastard Quartz— A species of quartzita or 
quartz containing no valuable min- 
eral. 

Croppings — Tho reef of quartz rook that 
appears on the surface, indicating the 
presence of a fissure. 

Chute— An incline from an upper tunnel 
or level to a lower one, through 
which to slide ore. 

Cap-rook — Tho formation overlying tho 
pay-dirt or ore. 

Drill— A short tunnel run from the main 
tunnel or shaft. In placer mining a 
tunnel run on bod-rook through 
which to work the pny-gravol in doup 
diggings. 

Dump — ^Tho place whore ore is put after 

being taken from the mine. 
Face — Tha extreme end of a tunnel, drift 
or excavation where work is prosecut - 
ed. 

Foot-wall — In defined fissure quartz veins 

tho lower rook formation dividing tho 
ore from tho country rock. 
Float-rock — Portions of tho main lodo 
separated from it aud thrown at a 
distanco by volcanic action or the 
elements. Mines are found by trac- 
ing tho "float." 
Hanging-wall — The generally smooth 
rouk formation overlying tho mineral 
beariufj; strati. 
Horse -An immonaa bouldor crossing the 
quartz vein, or a point where tho 
walls como together, losing the vein 
from sight. 
Incline — ^A tunnel run into a mine at an 

incline from vertical. 
Petering— Tho ore body giving out, tho 

mine has "petered." 
Pilgrim — A troah arrival from tho States. 
Salting n mine— Loadiug rook or gravel 
beds with gold dust for tho purpose 
of swindling grcenhoins. 
Stoping— Breaking down i-re from' the 

roof of a tunnel or ore chamber. 
Shaft — A vertical excavation for tbo pur- 
pose of prospecting mines at depth, 
and from which tunnels or levels are 
run. 

Wiuza —A shaft connooling an upper with 
tt lower tunnel, for air circulation and 
other purposes. 
Whim— An opplianco fer raising ere or 

dirt from a shaft.

Origin of Some English Oaths. 

Everybody who is acquainted with a 
Jittlo French must know of tho exelama- 
tion "Dame!" Many Englishmen imagine 
that it must moan lady, and refer to the 
Virgiu Marj-. In point of fact, it was 
originally "Damno," a corruption of 
Domine, meaning Lord. Now iu English 
we have a kind of checked curse— "Damnl" 
It is as if au Englishman were about to 
onrse somothiug, but suddenly stopped 
himself. It is the old French word seized 
by the English, aud endued with a new 
and false moaning. Tbo "Damnel" of the 
old Frenchmen, meaning no more than 
Lord, became tho language of cursing in 
its transfer into English, Wo can see 
precisely tho same thing in a later form 
of transformation, Tho old French 
"Damue!" became at a later date "Damo!" 
with a very distinct pronunciation of the 
muto vowel. In French poetry this vowel 
would be distinctly heard to tho present 
day; but 200 years ago there could be no 
doubt about it oven in proso and or- 
dinary tftlk. In the English plays of 
that period it will be found in the 
form of "Dammel" and "Damn mel" 
— another proof that what was a mero ad- 
juration'in French became, through mis- 
utiderstand, a curse. In the old Fronoh 
epics there are no phrasos more common 
tli.an (iuch as "Damo Diou," "Damme 
Dieu," "Damque Diou," and "Damie 
Dieu." Tliey simply mean tho "Lord 
God." But imagine what they must mean, 
or rather must have meant, of awful and 
terrible to the old English, who either 
knew not French, or were slipping away 
from it and knew it but half. It is through 
this horrible mieundorstanding of ancient 
date that the familiar verb for cursing 
Damn— has come to bo acclimatized 
among us as it is omong no other people 
on the face of the earth. Our faahionablo 
speech was at one time Norman French; 
wo filled our mouths with Norman oaths 
Wo thon forgot their meaning; wo ignor- 
antly turned them to curses; and to our 
disgrace they remain as curses among 
to" this day.— Xondore World.
